The Second =roup with 
which the Burenu is primarily interested is a group of 
zenblers and handicappers who operate generally what is 
termed as a "smart money" betting operation. Simply reduced, 
these individuals are merely players whe have access to 
handicapping date which in their mind gives them an ейге 
on the point spread and price line of sporting activities. 
They are in violation of federal laws because they, through 
a network of beards, fan their bets out across state lines 
into bookwakers who әже ипомаге of the arisinal source of the 
bet. Again, this group was brought to the attention of the 
Bureau in referenced Los Anseles letter and in the moin are 
being investivated through the Bureau's Intensified IGA 
prozram as set forth by the Bureau in their airtel to the 
field dated 11/4/64 captioned ORGANIZED ILLEGAL GAMBLING. 
Obviously SIDNEY A. BRODSON belongs to this group and certainly 
should be ineluded under this intensification. It is, in 
addition, felt that other individuals should be in turn added 
to this group as soon as information is received from informants 
or investigation indicating players are betting interstate 
or are betting locally on out of state information, 


It is felt that the field could be self-educated 
with regards to the activities of this sroup, if, 1. all 
offices participating in the Bureau's IGA intensification 
program would be instructed to furnish information copies of 
their pending reports as they are written, to all other offices 
participating in this program, regardless of whether or not 
there is active investigation to be conducted by the receiving 
office, and 2, the Bureau would distribute throughout the 
field on a monthly basis a gambling digest along the lines 
recommended by Milwaukee , 


As concerns the need end practicality of a monthly 
rambling intelligence digest, Los Angeles also recommends that 
such be done, however, because of tho naznitude of the 
material which would have to be screcnod in order to prepare 
und intelligently present such а digest, it is recommended that 
the information contained within it be confined to that 
information provided by key Top Echelon gambling informants who 
are, in reality, the ones able to provide the identities of the 
individuals involved and their method of operation. Specifically, it 
is felt that the Bureau would be in the best position to compile 
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this digest. Offices having key сошр ас informants could 

be instructed to supply to the Bureau on a monthly basis 
information thet comes to the attention of these offices with 
respect to this croup and a specific outline could be provided 
to the field wheroin information provided by these informants 
could be logically set forth. It is also felt that this 
digest could be supplemented by heving а travel section 
connected with it and offices instructed to advise the 
Bureau upon recelpt of information indicating travel on the 
part of gamblers residing within their territory. This 

would provide the field with a basic educational media of 
national gambling and would serve to educate Bureau Agents 
uorking gomblins matters. 


Relative to Item #7, the following observation 
is made: 


1% 18 felt that gamblers and bookmakers falling 
within the categories mentioned above should, up until the 
time a definite violation is established, be worked out of 
an IGA character thereby allowing T-symbols to be utilized 
in the body of reports. This method of reporting allows the 
material to be presented logicolly and concisely and would 
circumvent those objections listed by Milwaukee. In summary 
1% is observed that the group dealing in interstate rambling 
are performing their illegal activites in s relatively simple 
manner. ІБ is throush the use of telephone facilities which 
thwarts natural investigative efforts to compile physical 
evidence. Individuals involved in this activity are cimply 
either bookmakers or pleyers. The bookmakers depend on the 
large players for large bets and in turn the players depend 
upon the handicappers and beards to make these bets. The 
first step in this investigative effort should be an intelligence 
one, to identify the full scope of each individual's gamblinz 
activity and to identify the individusis he deals with. Once 
this is known, it is felt that penetration can be made throush 
live informant coverase which, it is felt, will provide, in 
time, logical action to be taken to prove ITAR Gambling 
violations.
